The Tax Commission, which was 
also to remain non-partisan, was made sub- 
gerviett tothe Ring by the fraudulent in- 
sertion of a clause in the Tax Levy author- 
izing CONNOLLY to appoint. a fifth Commis- 
sioner; <All these'things were done'after the 
passage ofthe charter, and by the same 
But inthe next Legislature, (1871,) which 
‘waa also Democratic in both branches, the 
Ring went to work deliberately to violate 
al} the pledges that had secured Republican 
support to their charter at the: previous ses- 
sion. The amendments made to thé charter 
at the last session are almost as bulky as the 
charter iteelf; and, in considering the Re- 
publican responsibility for the present City 
Government, it¢hould always be borne in 
ming that ‘the charter under which 
we ate now living is by. no “means 
the charter which’ Republicans voted 
for in 1870.
